However, "it is different this 
time," in that instead ot issuing 
enormous sums of paper money— 
which, rapidly sinks in value—She 
is appealing to other nation*, 
chiefly the United States, to bale 
her out of her difficulties—to 
stave off the lealUies of what 
would amount to bankruptcy if we 
were discussing n private corpora- 


Some stop-Bap solution must be 


found. Britain cannot be permit- 
ted to "go under," but that makes 
the problem all the more difficult. 
Each time a stumbling and weak 
economy is bolstered up—whether 
it be a Kreat nation or a business 
corporation—the props have less 
strength. It takes more props- 
more money—each time the bol- 
stering process is attempted. 
While the gentlemen in Wash- 


ington are seeking ways ana 
means of aiding Great Britain "In 
the modem manner," lot «» note 
how France, for example, tried to 
Ret out from under her crushing 
difficulties 160 years URO. 
"Early in the year 1789," Writes 
Andrew D. White, in his claasle 
monograph, WAT MONEY IN- 
FLATION IN FRANCE, "the 
French nation found itself in deep 
financial embarrassment, 
there 


was a heavy debt and a lerious 
deficit." Familiar words, but let 
us read on. 
"Statemanlike measuret, care- 


ful watching and wise manage-

Hermann would admit frankly that in 


baseball he was no topnptcher. His highest 
point was as n utility infleldor with tho Bos- 
ton Braves. Lately be has been aclminlstra 
live assistant to Senator H. Alexander Smith 
of New Jersey, and now he has become 
executive director of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee, at a salary of $20,000 a 
year. 


Precedents for his career are few and far 


between. John K. Toner, oncp a noted Na- 
tional League pitcher, went to Congress, 
and in 1910 was elected governor of Penn- 
sylvania, Joe Shautc, « pitcher once with 
Cleveland, becarhe a Pennsylvania sheriff. 
Far more celebrated than cither, Walter 
Johnson, whom many think the greatest 
pitcher who ever lived, got as far as a con 
gressional nomination from his Maryland dis- 
trict, but was defeated in the election. 


Now that Hermann has shown that poli- 


tics can pay, he might start a new outlet 
for former ball players. 


BUSY RED CROSS 


The end. of the war was not the end of 


Red Cross services for the aimed forces of 
the United States, More than 2,DOO workers 
are now caring for military personnel in 
every corner of the world. 


Red Cross field workers help keep con- 


tact between service men and their families, 
delivering emergency messages and supply- 
ing emergency services both to the men and 
to their dependents at home. Recreation, so 
important to inon at loose ends in foreign 
countries, te supplied by these workers, 
.Their work in military hospitals is an ftn- 
portant aid to the medical officers, who real- 
ize the significance of morale as a factor 
in the recovery of patients. 


The urgency of demand which charae- 


terized the wartime services of the Red Cross 
has lessened during the years since hos- 
tilities ceased, but their work is still needed. 


POWER FROM THE SUN 


If the next big government project should 


be the development of power from the sun, 
there would be little surprise in that for the 
more severe and cynical critics of the pres- 
ent government. As a matter of serious 
fact,, it could happen. Julim A. Krug, secre- 
tary of the interior, says that research in* 
the field has almost progressed to the point 
where his department will be bold enough 
to ask for a special appropriation to pursue 
the subject.

sun has been made to warm water, heat 
buildings, and do other chores. It is not at 
all impossible that a way may be found to 
trap on a large scale its vast and apparently 
inexhaustible energy.

Othor considerations are the irregularity of the re- 
tired way of living as to food, rest and exercise. 
There is incjlgostlon, constipation, and usually loss 
of desire for food, in cases of businessmen whose 
physical work is light, but whose responsibilities are 
heavy, the blood pressure often is high. 


Frequently, the suggestion js to retire, so they 


may take things easy, and have Jess responsibility. 
It is known that rest o£ mind and body is the first

University of Florida. He told the National 
Dietary Foods Association that, owing to 
our improper eating habits, the last years 
o£ roany persons' lives are spent eating the 
same soft diet with which we started as 
infants. 


Ignorance, indifference, bad distribution, 


soil variations, and emotional factors all are 
Warned for poor nutrition. None of these 
presents an insoluble problem. 


Everyone should be familiar with the 


priaciplps of a 'balanced diet, and should 
govern his eating habits accordingly. There 
is no excuse for malnutrition in this richly

About the turn of the century 
'Arthur Frederick Sheldon was en- 
gaged 
in 
selling 
books-—good 
books, books of history, of travel. 
As lie conducted his business the 
thought came to him that he was 
not merely making money but was 
helping to bring education and 
culture to his customers, that he 
•was rendering a real service to 
than in providing them with good 
books. The more he thought about 
3t the more he concluded that ail 
salesmanship should bo a nut Her 
of 
renderijiE 
good service 
to 
others. Finally he developed what 
secame known as the; Sheldon 
Scliool of Salesmanship which 
emphasized that a salesman- should 
not be merely on order taker, but 
one who was rendering a real 
sen-ice to others. 


In January, 1908, Sheldon be- 


WUP « member of the Chicago 
Rotary Club, nt that time the only 
Rolary Club In the world. There- 
in he found not only fellowship 
and mutual helpfulne»s but' a 
trend toward an emphasis upon 
nil business and professional ac- 
tivity being an opportunity for 
service to otltors. He and Paul 
Karri*, the founder of the Rotary 
Club, -spent many hourn together 
discussing and further developing 
this early idealism Of the Rotary 
Club. In this first club and in 
some of the Clubs subsequently or- 
ganized, there were graduates of 
the Sheldon School of Salesman- 
ship who, together with their 


teacher, recognized the simllarit 
of the Sheldon idealism-and th 
Rotary idealism. 


At the first convention of'Ro 
tary Clubs in 1910, Sheldon mud 
an address which was recognizec 
by tho delegates from the various 
clubs as an important, contribute 
to the ideal which'.they were help 
big to develop in their rcspectiv 
cities. During the. first year o 
tho Association of Rotary'Club 
Sheldon served as chairman of it,

SCRATCHES 


by 


JAMES H. WINTERS 


We might ns well lei you in on 


a few trade secrets as to how lo 
remove small scratches und mars 
from your piano. 


If they are only just light sur- 


face scratches, get a tubo ol John- 
son's "BLEM" and apply accord- 
ing to directions. Should the 
scratches be deeper, and yet not 
down into the wood, the following 
procedure is to be followed—First, 
be sure what finish is on the in- 
strument. If your piano is no older 
than twelve years it is, without n 
doubl, finishcil in lacquer. In this 
case c;ct n .small bottle of varnish 
remover and n very fine brush like 
a pencil 'point and, with a small 
amount of the remover on the 
brush, follow the line of the 
scratch or mar. This will melt the 
lacquer slightly and remove the 
defect. In the case of ojdor instru- 
ments, which are finished in var- 
nish, follow the same procedure 
with denatured alcohol, In iheca.se 
of deeper mnrs a corretpomlintt 
color of a good penctrniinj: stain 
must be used to color in the ox- 
posed wood, then using the pencil 
point brush, flow in !«• hil of elt'iir 
lacquer or sh^llno.
